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Continuation of 13. Other: Upon further review of Applicant's CFR. 1.131 Affidavit, Applicant has not provided and shown enough proof 
for reduction of practice for the entire 2 years, 7 months and 1 7 days time period for a proper reduction to practice under CFR 1.131. See 
MPEP 2138.06 under the title " THE ENTIRE PERIOD DURING WHICH DILI-GENCE IS REQUIRED MUST BE ACCOUNTED FOR BY 
EITHER AFFIRMATIVE ACTS OR ACCEPTABLE EXCUSES". Furthermore, The declaration filed on 1 Feb 2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 has 
been considered but is ineffective to overcome the Bhatti et al. reference.
